KSP drug 
roundup 
targets six 
in Lincoln 

FRANKFORT — Three people 
from Lincoln County have been 
arrested as part of the largest 
statewide round-up of drug offend¬ 
ers ever undertaken by state police. 
Three more from 
Lincoln County are 
still being sought by 
authorities. 

April Wade, 47, of 
Stanford; James 
Frederick Fyfe, 41; 
and Johnny Paul 
Cummins Jr., 22 
have been arrested 
and charged with 
first-degree traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled 
substance, according 
to state police. 

As of Monday 
evening, Wade was 
being held in the 
Boyle County jail, 
while Fyfe had been 
lodged in the 
Lexington-Fayette 
County Detention 
Center. 

Cummins was also in the 
Lexington jail, where he was 
apparently already being held on 
prior drug charges. 

State police did not release the 
names of the other three people 
sought from Lincoln County. 

Dubbed “Operation Black 
Friday” by state police, the mas¬ 
sive, statewide effort began Friday, 
as law enforcement officers tried to 
round up 479 people accused of

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Never too late to learn 


Adult ed program 
helps students 
find their potential

STANFORD — Donald 
Hendrickson is the first to admit he 
didn’t do a lot with his first 45 
years of life. 

“I’m one of them ones who never 
starts what you finish,” he said. “I 
got in my fair share of trouble.” 

But today, Hendrickson has a 
new outlook on his life and hope 
for success — changes he says 
were made possible by Lincoln 
County Adult Education teachers 
who saw potential in him. 

Hendrickson was first ordered to 
participate in adult ed classes back 
in August. He said he could not 
have guessed what would transpire 
over the next two months. 

“I really didn’t see the point of it, 
because the last known grade I had 
completed was seventh — and that 
was in ’81,” he said. “It was amaz¬ 
ing that I was up in here and doing 
these tests and stuff." 

As Hendrickson worked on his 
algebra and writing skills, his 


teachers began telling him he 
would soon be able to pass a test 
and receive his high school equiva¬ 
lency diploma. 

Last month, that prediction came 
true and Hendrickson received his 


diploma. 

"When the teachers actually said 
I was ready, I thought the teachers 
was nuts. I didn’t know what I was 
doing, but they had more faith in 
me than I had in myself,” he said. 


“I was amazed with myself in a 
two-month period. I was pretty 
excited. I went and told everybody

Deadline for 
GED completion 
approaching 

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County residents who have 
worked on obtaining their 
GEDs but haven’t completed 
them have until Dec. 18 to 
finish or “lose everything,” 
adult ed Instructor Melissa 
Rolph has warned. 

The General Education 
Development test is under¬ 
going its fifth major change 
since it was created in 1942 
and as a result, scores and 
completed portions of the 
current version will no 
longer count toward comple¬ 
tion, Rolph said. 

Students who have started 
work on the GED since 2002 
but have not finished will 
“have to start over” if they 
don’t finish up by the Dec. 
18 deadline, she said. 

The new GED test will be 
far more rigorous, with 
longer reading selections and 
tougher math sections. The

End-of-life 
planning often 
overlooked 


We take great pains to 
prepare for a birth. At the 
opposite end of the spec¬ 
trum, we often avoid mak¬ 
ing even the simplest plans 
for the end of life. It is 
important to choose how 
our deaths will occur. 
Filling out advance direc¬ 
tives and sharing that 
information with our 
physicians and family 
ensures that our wishes are 
known. 

According to the United 
States Census Bureau 
(2013), about 16 percent of 
Lincoln County’s popula¬ 
tion of 24,461 people is 65 
years of age or older. This 
segment of the population 
should definitely have 
advance directives. It is 
important to think and talk 
about the kind of care 
desired should a stroke, 
terminal illness, or life- 
threatening event occur. If 
such conversations do not 
take place, one’s family 
and physician must make 
decisions based on what 
they think one would want. 

Less than 20 percent of 
Americans have an 
advance directive in place. 
Of those who do have an 
advance directive, up to 75 
percent of their physicians 
remain unaware of it. The 
majority of people who die 
in the United States (80 to 
85 percent) are Medicare 
beneficiaries age 65 and 
over, and most die from 
chronic conditions such as 
heart disease, cerebrovas¬ 
cular disease, chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
ease (COPD), diabetes, 
Alzheimer's disease, and 
renal failure. Cancer is an 
obvious terminal illness 
but surprisingly according 
to them only about 22 per¬ 
cent of deaths in people 
age 65 and over are from 
cancer. Clearly, the bulk of 
the deaths are a result of 
chronic conditions as 
opposed to terminal. 

Studies show that dis¬ 
cussing advance care plan¬ 
ning and directives with a 
doctor increased patients’ 
satisfaction among patients 
age 65 years and over. 
Additionally, they report 
that patients who talked 
with their families or 
physicians about their pref¬ 
erences for end-of-life care 
had less fear and anxiety; 
felt they had more ability 
to influence and direct 
their medical care; and 
believed that their physi¬ 
cians had a better under¬ 
standing of their wishes. 

For this specific commu¬ 
nity health challenge, I am 
completing a Bachelor’s 
level clinical practicum in 
partnership with 
Campbellsville University 
and Audrey Powell, MSN, 
FCN from Ephraim 
McDowell Regional 
Medical Center. I am join¬ 
ing her at several faith- 
based community health 
clinics/screenings to pro¬ 
vide not only information 
about hospice care, but 
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also to be able to speak to 
individuals in the commu¬ 
nity about treatment and 
care preferences. I have 
compiled packets that con¬ 
tain the Kentucky Living 
Will and educate about the 
importance of completing 
advance directives. Please 
join any of the following 
community events at these 
times and places:

Catholic Church, Danville, 
8 a.m. to 1 p.m. Nov. 9; 

• Junction City First 
Baptist Church, 5 p.m. to 7 
p.m.

8 a.m. to 10 a.m. Nov. 16; 
and 

• Wallacetown Baptist 
Church, Paint Lick, noon 
to 2 p.m.

Heritage Hospice, Inc.

Nov. 11 at the 
Danville National Guard 
Armory. I will have the 
same packets available. 
These forms are simple to 
complete and do not 
require an attorney’s assis¬ 
tance. 

There are many choices 
to make in planning for 
our death. Do we prefer to 
be at home surrounded by 
family or in a hospital? Do 
we want to receive artifi¬ 
cial fluid and hydration or 
do we want only support¬ 
ive, comfort care? An 
advance directive allows 
individuals to make their 
own choices ahead of time, 
saving their family mem¬ 
bers much emotional strug¬ 
gle and heartache. 

For anyone wondering 
how to bring up the topic 
with loved ones, an excel¬ 
lent educational and help¬ 
ful resource is a project 
developed in 2010 by 
Ellen Goodman and a 
group of her colleagues. 
The Conversation Project 
began as a way to talk 
about personal experiences 
with family death and 
grieving. 

According to the website 
(theconversationproj ect. org 
), the goal is to make it 
easier to initiate conversa¬ 
tions about dying and to 
encourage people to talk 
now and as often as neces¬ 
sary so that their wishes 
are known when the time 
comes. 

Please visit the user- 
friendly website, download 
the starter kit and begin 
having the conversation 
with your family today. 
Time is precious and one 
additional day or minute of 
waiting may be too long 
and too late.

Christmas is still nearly 
two months away, but Liberty 
Counsel is already in full- 
scale capitalist Christmas 
mode, having released its 
annual “naughty or nice” list 
that rates for-profit businesses 
on whether they use the word 
“Christmas” in their stores 
and advertisements. 

As if Christmas is not 
already commercialized 
enough, Liberty Counsel is 
encouraging everyone to 
spend their “Christmas dol¬ 
lars” at stores that pander to 
Christians by saturating their 
products with the word 
“Christmas.” 

Even though this is early 
November, Liberty Counsel is 
also laying down heavy criti¬ 
cism of businesses that aren’t 
already plastering Christmas 
on every unused square inch 
of space. 

Garmin, which sells GPS 
navigation tools, is rated three 
sad faces on Liberty 
Counsel’s naughty list 
because, while there are 
“numerous” blog posts about 
Christmas on the company 
website, Liberty Counsel feels 


Christmas is still “neglected 
throughout the site.” 

As if it should be Garmin’s 
responsibility to be Christmas 
crazy in early November. 
Liberty Counsel encourages 
its followers to contact 
Garmin and “express your 
disappointment over the com¬ 
pany’s non-acknowledgment 
of‘Christmas.’” 

Other businesses that are 
judged to be not Christmasy 
enough (and thus, “naughty”) 
include Radio Shack and, 
ridiculously, Tractor Supply. 

Meanwhile, “Bonner’s 
CHRISTmas WONDER¬ 
LAND” gets high marks on 
Liberty Counsel’s nice list 
because it profits off the 
Christmas name in the 
extreme. 

Liberty Counsel admits, 
right on their naughty and 
nice list, that all the compa¬ 
nies are profiting off of the 
word Christmas. Yet some¬ 
how the organization’s 
answer isn’t to reject that 
commercialization; it's to 
have everyone spend even 
more at places that abuse the 
word Christmas the most. 

Liberty Counsel essentially 
looks at everything that’s dis¬ 
gusting and awful about mod¬ 
em-day Christmas and its 
response is “let’s have even 
more of that.” 

Unfortunately, Liberty 
Counsel isn’t all that extreme 
an example of how Christmas 
has been yoked to corporate 
profits.

about buying stuff, and a little 
bit less enjoyable.

An encouraging word 

More than a holiday

Our trans-Atlantic flight 
ended at Orly International 
Airport in Paris about eight 
o’clock local time on 
Wednesday morning, Nov. 
11, 1970. Our connecting 
flight to Tel Aviv was 
scheduled to depart at four 
o’clock that afternoon. 
Nothing was happening in 
Paris because France, like 
the United States, was 
observing a special holiday. 
With eight hours between 
flights, there was nothing 
to do but sit and wait. So, 
there was ample time to 
reflect upon the signifi¬ 
cance of that day. 

Throughout the United 
States, Nov. 11 has become 
a special day. “On the 
eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the 
eleventh month of 1918,” 
World War I came to an end 
“on the western front” 
when the Armistice was 
signed by the Allies and 
Germany at Compiegne, 
France. For 20 years, the 
day was known as 
Armistice Day, and it was 
observed as a special day 
by presidential proclama¬ 
tion. 

Then, on May 13, 1938, 


an Act of Congress made 
the 11th of November a 
legal holiday, and it was to 
be “a day dedicated to the 
cause of peace and there¬ 
after celebrated as 
Armistice Day.” Then, on 
June 1, 1954, by an Act of 
Congress that was signed 
by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Armistice Day 
was renamed Veterans Day. 

Veterans Day is more 
than a legal holiday that 
gives workers a day of 
leisure. On this day, a 
grateful nation pauses to 
honor those loyal and brave 
men and women who 
served their country in 
some branch of our 
nation’s military service. In 
times of crises, some of 
those individuals were 
placed in harms way to 
defended “the land of the 
free and the home of the 
brave” and preserve the 
cherished freedoms- - free¬ 
dom of speech, freedom of 
the press, freedom from 
unlawful search and 
seizure, freedom to bear 
arms, and the freedom of 
religion - that are granted 
to every citizen of this land 
by the constitution that was 
adopted on Sept. 17, 1787.

Keep your 
lungs healthy

More than 2,000 gallons of 
air are delivered to the lungs in 
the 23,000 breaths that an indi¬ 
vidual typically draws on a 
daily basis. Oxygen is sup¬ 
plied to the blood that is used 
by the body’s cells through the 
effortless act of breathing. 
Inhalation also removes car¬ 
bon dioxide waste and guards 
us from infection by eliminat¬ 
ing bacteria and dust that we 
inhale. Who knew that such a 
simple act could be quite so 
useful? 

Lung disease is to blame for 
one in six deaths and is the 
third leading cause of death in 
the United States. Chronic 
lung diseases, such as asthma, 
emphysema and chronic bron¬ 
chitis, affect more than 35 mil¬ 
lion individuals. 

If you experience any of the 
following symptoms of lung 
disease, it is vital to make an 
appointment to see your health 
care provider as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Some warning signs of 
lung disease include: 

•Frequent Chest Colds. If 
you have a cold more than 
twice a year, or if a cold lasts 
more than two weeks, you 
may have an underlying disor¬ 


der. 

•Wheezing. It may be a sign 
that something abnormal is 
blocking your airways or that 
they are too narrow if you 
experience noisy breathing or 
wheezing. 

•Chronic Cough. If a cough 
lasts a month or longer, your 
cough is considered chronic. 

•Shortness of Breath. It is 
unusual to experience short¬ 
ness of breath after resting 
briefly following exercise or if 
you’ve had little or no exer¬ 
tion. Labored or difficult 
breathing is also abnormal. 

•Chronic Phlegm 

Production. As a defense 
response to infection or illness, 
your lungs produce phlegm. If 
this phlegm lasts for a month 
or longer, it could be an indica¬ 
tion of a lung problem 

•Coughing Up Blood. Your 
lungs or upper respiratory tract 
could be producing this blood, 
and this signals health trouble.

Hustonville mayor concerned about deadwood

HUSTONVILLE 
Hustonville Mayor David Peyton 
is concerned deadwood in his 
town could cause problems for 
people along the banks of 
Hanging Fork Creek. 

Dozens of trees cut down 
recently by state highway depart¬ 
ment workers along U.S. 127 
were left at the edge of the creek, 
Peyton said. 

“I just happened to notice it,” 
he said. “I got out of my truck and 


looked over the bridge and there’s 
all these trees laying there. 

“It’s going to create a problem 
for somebody,” he continued, 
warning that Hanging Fork could 
easily get flooded enough in 
heavy rain to pick up the small 
trees and carry them off. “They 
could create a log jam and flood 
Hustonville.” 

Bill Chaney, a highway depart¬ 
ment administrator at the state 
agency’s Somerset office, said 
department workers regularly cut 
down trees that are growing near 
bridges to prevent the trees from 


growing too big and damaging 
the bridges or passing traffic. 

Chaney said what highway 
department workers did at two 
bridges along U.S. 127 on the 
west side of Hustonville is stan¬ 
dard practice and there have 
never been any issues caused by 
it. 

“We typically leave (the trees) 
in the area where they were cut 
and let them decay that way,” he 
said. 

Peyton said he complained to 
the highway department about the 
trees, which he estimated have 


been sitting on the banks of the 
creek for more than a month. 

The highway department 
agreed to send a crew back out 
and cut the trees into smaller 
pieces so they will more easily 
float downstream, but that isn’t a 
good enough solution, Peyton 
said. 

“Once (the logs) make it past 
Hustonville city limits, that’s not 
really my problem, but it’s just 
sending the problem downstream 
to someone else,” he said. 

Peyton said if state officials 
witnessed a civilian cutting down 


trees and leaving them in a creek, 
the civilian would probably be 
held accountable. He said he 
wants the same treatment for the 
state. 

“They should take care of that, 
pull those out of there, cut them 
up and haul them off,” he said. 

Chaney confirmed the highway 
department will be sending a 
crew to cut the trees up so they 
will “flow through” the creek. He 
was unsure when the process of 
cutting up the trees would be 
completed, but said “it shouldn’t 
take them too much longer.”

Most of the hundreds tar¬ 
geted for arrest are low- 
level offenders who buy 
drugs and ’’generally cause 
disruption within the com¬ 
munities where they live,’’ 
according to a news release 
from state police. 

’’Citizens are tired of per¬ 
petual offenders who are 
disrupting neighborhoods 
and participating in other 
criminal mischief,” KSP 
Commissioner Rodney 
Brewer said. ’’While many 
of the arrests today are 
low-level targets, it is very 
(probable) that we will 
obtain information from 
them that will lead to 
arrests of more significant 
dealers and drug opera¬ 
tions." 

Brewer stated that most 
of the charges during 
‘Operation Black Friday’ 
were drug-related including 
prescription drugs, mari¬ 
juana, heroin, and metham- 
phetamine. 

“While legislation 

regarding pharmaceuticals 
(prescription drugs) has 
had a positive impact in 
Kentucky, Heroin is now an 
increasing problem across 
the state,” Brewer said. 
“Our arrest data (from 
DESI Branch) is showing a 
200 percent increase in 
heroin-related arrests since 
2012.” 

Brewer encouraged citi¬ 
zens to be vigilant in 


reporting drug activity and 
suspicious behavior in their 
local communities. 

“We provide multiple 
avenues for people to 
anonymously report infor¬ 
mation, including a toll free 
tip-line l-(800) DOPE TIP 
and the ‘Text-A-Tip’* pro¬ 
gram,” says Brewer. “We 
have received 842 tips 
through the tip-line and 302 
tips from the ‘Text-A-Tip’ 
program. This is a great 
example of successful com¬ 
munity policing, where law 
enforcement partners with 
local citizens to remove 
criminals from their com¬ 
munities.” 

More arrests were 
planned in four of the five 
counties bordering Lincoln, 
according to KSP: 

• Seven people were 
arrested in Boyle County 

• Five people were arrest¬ 
ed in Pulaski County 

• Four people were 
arrested in Casey County 

• One person was arrest¬ 
ed in Garrard County 

A total of 43 people were 
targeted for arrest in the 
Richmond State Police post 
coverage area, which 
includes Lincoln, Boyle, 
Mercer, Garrard, 

Jessamine, Madison, Clark, 
Estill, Jackson, Lee and 
Owsley counties. 

The most wanted people 
in a single county came in 
Perry County, where police 
are planning to lock up 57 
alleged offenders.

Ambulance involved in 3-vehicle wreck

JUNCTION CITY — A Casey 
County ambulance was involved in a 
three-vehicle wreck along U.S. 127 in 
north Lincoln County last Thursday 
afternoon. The ambulance was not 
transporting a patient at the time. 

The wreck began at about 1:11 p.m. 
while Christine Vargas, who lives in the 
Shelby Woods subdivision south of 
Junction City, was southbound on U.S. 
127, waiting to turn into her subdivi¬ 
sion, Lincoln Sheriff Curt Folger said. 

Tyler Hatter of Liberty was also 
southbound in a 2004 pickup truck. 

“(Hatter) said he looked down or 


looked off and once he looked back up, 
he attempted to stop his vehicle but 
struck Ms. Vargas’ vehicle,” Folger 
said. Vargas’ 2002 Mercury Cougar 
was propelled onto the right shoulder 
of the road, while Hatter’s truck trav¬ 
eled into the oncoming lane of traffic 
and collided with the northbound 
Casey County ambulance, Folger said. 

Two medical personnel in the ambu¬ 
lance refused treatment on the scene. 
Vargas and Hatter were transported to 
Ephraim McDowell Regional Medical 
Center in Danville for treatment of 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

Vargas had to be cut out of her car 
because the doors would not open fol¬ 
lowing the rear-end collision, Folger 


said. 

Hatter was fortunate the wreck 
played out the way it did, he added. 

“If the ambulance had struck him 4 
foot further up the front, that boy 
would have been hurt really, really 
bad,” he said. 

Responders had the scene cleared 
just before 3 p.m. 

Folger said everyone involved in the 
wreck was wearing seat belts, which 
helped limit the injuries suffered. There 
was no alcohol or drug-use involved in 
the wreck, and no charges will be 
brought against anyone. 

“90 percent of the accidents we work 
is due to inattention, not having proper 
control of the vehicle,” Folger said.

on my street. I knocked on 
my neighbors’ doors just to 
let them know, 4 1 got my 
GED.’” 

Lincoln County Adult 
Education teachers said 
Hendrickson is like many 
students in the program — 
they have potential beyond 
what they think they’re 
capable of. 

The Lincoln County pro¬ 
gram, which was ranked 
No. 22 in the state for the 
2012-13 school year, 
helped 73 people earn their 
GEDs last year and is on 
track for about the same 
again this year, said 
Melissa Rolph, an adult ed 
instructor. 

The adult ed program 
beat its goal of 72 GED 
recipients by one last year, 
after a judge ruled on the 
last day of the year at “the 
midnight hour” to remove 
an ankle monitor so a stu¬ 
dent could make it to the 
testing facility, Rolph said. 

Efforts like that are part 
of what makes the local 
program successful. It’s 
also classified a Program of 
Distinction because it has 
met all its goals for student 
success, Rolph said. 

44 I think it’s the best-kept 
secret in Lincoln County,” 
she said. “That is a burden 
to me because there’s so 
much we can do for stu¬ 
dents who qualify without a 
fee.” 

Besides helping people 
earn their high school 
diplomas, adult ed provides 
college preparation assis¬ 
tance and can help parents 
“knock the dust off’ their 
school skills so they can 
help their kids with home¬ 
work. Other offerings 


include classes for English 
language learners and help 
preparing for the military’s 
ASVAB test. 

Maintaining a top adult 
ed program in the state is 
harder in a rural county like 
Lincoln because transporta¬ 
tion becomes a huge factor 
for many of the people who 
need adult ed’s services, 
Rolph said. 

In order to deal with that 
problem, Lincoln Adult Ed 
offers evening classes at 
elementary schools in Crab 
Orchard, McKinney and 


Waynesburg, along with 
daily hours of operation 
inside the Lincoln County 
Board of Education build¬ 
ing, which also houses Fort 
Logan Alternative High 
School. 

Having those satellite 
locations allows the pro¬ 
gram to “take that burden 
off of students,” Rolph said. 

All the work put into the 
program by its staff is 
because they love seeing 
people like Donald 
Hendrickson succeed when 
they thought they couldn’t, 


Rolph said. 

“It’s not for money; it’s 
not for fame; it’s our stu¬ 
dents’ success; it’s the 
Donalds,” she said. “I don’t 
think we’ve made it 
through a graduation with¬ 
out tears from staff.” 

Hendrickson confirmed 
the adult ed teachers were 
extremely helpful. 

“They sit down with you 
and they show you how to 
do it,” he said. “I wasn’t 
afraid to ask questions and 
they would sit down and 
show it to me again. 


They’re not going to leave 
until they’re sure you know 
what you’re doing." 

Hendrickson said now 
that he has his GED, his 
self-esteem is soaring. 

He said he’s holding his 
step-son to higher stan¬ 
dards in school because “if 
I can do it, anyone can do 
it.” 

Hendrickson is looking 
at the possibility of begin¬ 
ning college classes in 
order to open even more 
possible doors for his 
future. While his outlook is

bright, he views his past 
soberly. 

“I wasted 33 years when 
I could have probably got 
this (diploma) many years 
ago if I had just stayed with 
the program and stayed 
with school,” he said. “You 
can’t blame the system. I 
was one of them kids that 
blamed the system.” 

Hendrickson said thanks 
to his adult ed teachers, 
he’s learned never to “buy 
into self-pity.” 

“It’s kind of amazing that 
I completed something in 
my life that really mat¬ 
tered,” he said. "This mat¬ 
ters more than keeping a 
job, honestly, to me. It’s 
something I can say I actu¬ 
ally accomplished and did 
on my own for once in 45 
years. It’s a great feeling. I 
accomplished something 
that I never thought that I 
would be able to do.”

changes are necessary because the GED test 
is required to keep pace with high school 


education standards, which have gone up 
considerably with the creation of common 
core standards, Rolph said. 

“Changes students can anticipate are pret¬ 
ty profound,” she said. 


Rolph said the tougher GED is a good 
thing for students because it means they’ll be 
better off in life when they’ve received their 
diplomas. 

“Students will continue to pass; they’ll 


have great success,” she said. “It’s just going 
to have them more ready for college.”

Man indicted 
for having 
fake $ 100s

STANFORD — A Lancaster man 
accused of participating in a money¬ 
counterfeiting ring has been indicted by 
a Lincoln County grand jury. 

Timothy L. Poynter, 38, was indicted 
Oct. 25 on one count of first-degree 
criminal possession of a forged instru¬ 
ment for possessing three counterfeit 
$100 bills. 

Poynter was arrested 
in July while police 
were dealing with a rash 
of counterfeit bills 
showing up in the 
Stanford area. 

Stanford police said 
they found three counterfeit $100 bills 
on Poynter when they detained him at 
the Stanford Walmart, where he alleged¬ 
ly had tried to pass them as real money. 

Poynter had two original $100 bills 
that matched two of the counterfeit bills, 
according to the arrest citation. 

Stanford Det. Joe Gillilland, who tes¬ 
tified against Poynter for the indict¬ 
ment, said in June he was working with 
Richmond police on investigating what 
they believed to be a counterfeiting 
ring, which Poynter was just one mem¬ 
ber of. 

A Richmond grand jury indicted 
Poynter on two counts of first-degree 
criminal possession of a forged instru¬ 
ment in September, according to the 
Richmond Register. 

Counterfeit bills were also found in 
Boyle and Jessamine counties. 

Gilliland said he could not provide 
many details publicly because authori¬ 
ties have an ongoing investigation into 
the alleged counterfeiting ring. But he 
confirmed that counterfeit bills are no 
longer a problem in Lincoln County. 

“Since we got (Poynter), we have not 
seen any,” he said. 

Gilliland said he does not anticipate 
any further charges against Poynter at 
this point in the investigation.

MONTICELLO — 
While the cross country 
season reached its end last 
Saturday for most of 
Lincoln County High 
School’s runners, there is 
one last finish line yet to 
be crossed for one Lady 
Patriot. 

Morgan Gourley will be 
representing Lincoln at 
this weekend’s KHSAA 
State Championships after 
qualifying at the Class 3A, 
Region 7 championships 
Saturday at Cave Lake 
Event Park.

From B1 
good.”’ 

It didn’t ease Gourley’s 
nerves that a steep hill 
loomed just beyond the half- 
mile mark of the 5K race. 

“You could see that hill at 
the starting line and that hill 
is tough so that made me 
even more nervous,” she 
said. “But after I got up that 
hill I was feeling better. 
After the hill I was like, ‘It’s 
flat from here, so just run.’”

Anderson needed just two 
plays to pound in their OT 
touchdown, with Bryce 
Edmonson scoring on a 2- 
yard run to make it 24-22. 
But the Mustangs would not 
get around the Lincoln 
defense on the conversion 
attempt as the blitzing Eagles 
forced a hobbled snap and 
dropped Edmonson in the 
backfield to secure the 24-22 
win.

like we’re doing some good 
things with our team that 
could help with our success 
Friday.” 

Harlan, which finished 7-3 
overall and 3-0 in its district, 
is coming off a 23-18 win 
over Bell County. The Black 
Bears are led by coach Tom 
Larkey. 

Harlan’s 23 points in last 
week’s win at Bell was 
below the team’s average of 
35.7 points per game. When 
it comes to points allowed, 
the Black Bears have been 
stingy with their opponents, 
giving up just 16.4 points per 
game. 

The Black Bears come 
into the playoffs on a four- 
game win streak. Harlan’s 
three losses this season were 
a 21-12 loss against Belfry, a 
36-14 loss at Johnson 
Central and a 45-0 beating at 
Greeneville, Tenn. on Sept. 
27. 

Harlan relies heavily on 
the running attack offensive¬ 
ly, with 3,487 of its 3,707 
total yards coming on the 
ground. 

“Harlan does what they do 
and they don’t change. They 
are going to run the ball a 
lot,” said Settles. “They’ve 
been consistent since Coach 
Larkey got there a few years 
ago and they are tough. Our 
kids know what they need to 
do to stop them, its just a 
matter of executing and 
doing it.” 

Senior fullback Carson 
Whitehead leads the Black 
Bear rush with 991 yards and 
12 touchdowns. Senior quar¬ 


terback Scotty Bailey is 16- 
for-36 passing for 246 yards 
and has also rushed for 340 
yards. 

“He’s (Whitehead) one of 
their best players,” Settles 
said. “And their quarterback 
is just a great overall football 
player. He starts at quarter¬ 
back. He starts on defense in 


secondary. He’s a punt 
returner. He’s on numerous 
special teams. He’s just a 
competitor and plays with a 
lot of passion.” 

Whitehead also leads the 
Black Bear defense with 113 
tackles. Derek Akal has 72 
tackles. 

“They are just a power 
team whether its offensive or 
defensive. They are going to 
try to stop the run defensive¬ 
ly and run the ball offensive¬ 
ly,” Settles said. “They are 
just really big up front which 
makes them tough to defend 
and stop. They are who they 
are. Larkey runs the offense 
and he’s going to try and 
force things to work.” 

Settles said that Harlan’s 
aggressive-style play makes 
the team a formidable oppo¬ 
nent. 

“Their kids play really 


nasty. I hate to say that that 
way but they do,” he said. 
“They’re tough, they’re grit¬ 
ty, they’re strong, they play 
super aggressive, and they 
play hard for four quarters.” 

The Patriots are coming 
into the playoffs after an 
open week. And Settles 
appreciates that week off 
before playoffs. 

“We love having the two 
weeks to prepare for them 
because they are a great 
opponent,” he said. “We’re 
staying with a similar routine 
that we’ve done in the past. 
We did take a couple days off 
last week, but because there 
was no jv or freshman game, 
we’ve been able to go full 
pads to prepare this week.” 

And are the Patriots ready 
to begin the postseason? 

“Our kids are excited 
about the challenge and 


we’ve tried to keep them 
very focused,” Settles said. 
“It’s so mental for our kids. 
We’ve really worked on that 
mind-set this week to think 
that they can win. Physically 
they can come out of there 
with a win, mentally is

won. They announced it in 
front of the whole crowd at 
the end of the game, so I was 
stunned. I couldn’t believe it 
was me. I was so shocked. I 
never win anything and I 
was so excited and happy. 
College is expensive, so this 
helps a lot.” 

Dowell had been to Big 
Blue Madness, but Lawson 
is a veteran of UK games 
and even went to New 
Orleans for the 2012 Final 
Four when UK won the 
national championship. 
However, nothing topped 
having his name drawn to 
have his tuition paid next 
semester, especially since he 
needs a fifth year to finish 
his engineering degree. 

“It was really kind of sur¬ 
real. I was smiling. I was 
real excited about the whole 
thing. In the moment, I did 
not really believe what was 
going on,” Lawson said. 

Neither student had met 
Calipari before, but both 
were on the postgame podi¬ 
um with him for media 
interviews. 

“I was a little nervous. 
Actually, inside I was really 
nervous, but I didn’t want to 
show. But I was really nerv¬ 
ous before I went on,” 
Dowell, a biology major 
who hopes to eventually go 
to pharmacy school, said. “I 
had never been part of any¬ 
thing like that before. Coach 
Calipari is a really nice guy. 
I like him a lot. 

“I think my parents and 
grandparents have kept 
playing it (the interview) 
over and over on TV. Some 
of my friends are kind of 
jealous, but they are all 
happy for me. Some people 
where I live have me and 
stuff. So have some from my 
home town. But not a lot of 
people even know me here 
cause I am just a freshman.” 

Lawson kept his sense of 
humor during his time in the 
spotlight. 

“I figured if I was getting 
a scholarship from coach 
Calipari, the least I could do 
was try to remain confident 
and thankful for what he 
was doing,” Lawson said. 
“That was just the right 
thing to do. I knew I should 
make sure I handled it right. 
It was a pretty big deal. Any 
student who gets a chance to 
get free tuition, they are 
going to be thrilled. 

“This means I don’t have 
to take out loans next semes¬ 


ter. It’s a chance to make 
sure I stay in college. I actu¬ 
ally had a pretty big test the 
next day, but I thought the 
odds of winning might be 
good enough to go ahead 
and come to the game. Then 
I got to meet coach Calipari 
for the first time, and he 
really is an awesome guy.” 

Lawson estimates that he 
has not missed more than 
five home games each of the 
past three seasons. He 
camped out 24 hours in New 
Orleans to get Final Four 
tickets, and already is mak¬ 
ing plans to be in Dallas in 
April for the Final Four if 
UK advances again. He 
went with his girlfriend, 
Caitlin Barrett, also a Boyle 
graduate, and her parents to 
New Orleans. 

“We will come up with 
the money for Dallas. I 
already have options on 
where to stay and things. 
One of my friends has fami¬ 
ly in Dallas we can stay 
with,” Lawson said. 

Dowell can’t plan that far 
in advance since she’s yet to 
actually go to a regular-sea¬ 
son game as a UK student. 

“I have always been a 
Kentucky basketball fan,” 
Dowell said. “I would like 
to go to most games this 
year, but you have to enter a 
student raffle to get tickets. 
Maybe I can win again. But 
I’ve always been big on UK. 
My parents are UK fans. We 
all watch games together, 
and have for a long time. 
When I was little, I used to 
want to be a UK cheer¬ 
leader. I even dressed up as 
one when I was little. I went 
to UK for pharmacy school, 
but I also went because I am 
a basketball fan.” 

Both Dowell and Lawson 
— who did not know each 
other before last week — 
have a picture of them with 
Calipari they plan to save as 
a keepsake. 

“I will definitely make 
sure to keep that with me,” 
Dowell said. “I think I will 
remember this for a long 
time. It would really be fun 
to go to a Final Four and see 
Kentucky win a national 
championship, but this is 
something I won’t ever for¬ 
get.” 

“My mom is pretty big 
into prints and stuff. She has 
one with Jacob Tamme from 
when he played (football) at 
UK. I am sure this one will 
make the wall (at the house) 
at some point,” Lawson 
said. “And it would be real¬ 
ly nice to get it auto¬ 
graphed.”

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Motorists should keep a watchful eye out for deer at this time ofyear 



FRANKFORT — The 
cool weather caused by the 
longer nights of November 
have deer feeling frisky. 
Mating activity peaks in 
mid-November and increas¬ 
es deer movement. 

Data from the Kentucky 
State Police shows deer and 
vehicle collisions are highest 
in November. 

Motorists must pay atten¬ 
tion while driving during 
this time of year, especially 
those traveling rural and 
outer suburban roads at 
night. Slow down and 
remain alert while driving, 
particularly in areas where 
woods border the road. Deer 
often dart out from wooded 
areas onto the road before a 
driver realizes it. 

“The issue of deer and 
vehicle collisions has no 
easy fix,” said Tina Brunjes, 
deer and elk coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 


“Slowing down is inconven¬ 
ient, but it reduces both the 
number of collisions and the 
damage incurred when a 
deer can’t be avoided. Also, 
be alert. If you’ve seen deer 
in the area, you are likely to 
see them there again.” 

Deer move around the 
most during the early morn¬ 
ing and at dusk. With the 
recent return to standard 
time, the peak of daily deer 
activity coincides with the 
peak of human activity as 
people go to and return from 
work. Foggy early mornings 
are especially dicey. 

Research from the 
Kentucky State Police shows 
the hours of 5 to 8 p.m. and 5 
to 8 a.m. account for 53 per¬ 
cent of all deer and vehicle 
collisions during October, 
November and December. 

Drivers should pay atten¬ 
tion to the yellow signs with 
a deer on them. These signs 
show areas where deer often 


cross roads. Remain alert 
after seeing one of these 
signs while driving during 
November. 

The look of a person com¬ 
pletely flummoxed by a sur¬ 
prising situation is described 
as “a deer in the headlights.” 


Deer caught in the road by 
an approaching vehicle often 
will not move out of the way, 
even after the driver honks 
the horn and flashes the 
headlights. Nothing in the 
natural world of a deer com¬ 
pares to the brightness of 


automotive headlights. 
These bright orbs transfix 
them. 

Kentucky counties border¬ 
ing the Ohio River in the 
north, along with Jefferson, 
Franklin, Hardin, 

Henderson, Hopkins and 
Boyd counties, accounted 
for the most deer and vehicle 
collisions reported to the 
Kentucky State Police from 
2008 to 2012. These coun¬ 
ties had 71 or more colli¬ 
sions each year. Boone 
County had the highest num¬ 
ber of vehicle collisions with 
deer, an annual average of 
152 during that same 5-year 
period. 

If you encounter a deer in 
the road, watch for traffic 
behind you and slow to a 
stop. Allow the animal to get 
out of the way. Keep the 
headlights of your vehicle on 
so other motorists can see 
your stopped vehicle and the 
deer in the road. Deer often 


travel in groups, so if you 
see one, others are likely 
nearby. 

Hunting does not increase 
deer movement in fall - it 
occurs naturally. Breeding 
causes the movement, not 
hunting. Hunting is one of 
the best ways to prevent 
these collisions because it 
lowers deer density. 

“We encourage hunters in 
areas with a lot of deer to 
take more female deer,” 
Brunjes said. “We encourage 
landowners in those same 
areas to allow more hunters 
access to hunt whenever pos¬ 
sible.” 

Be vigilant while driving 
in low light conditions over 
the next month. Deer and 
moving vehicles don’t mix.

Expanded bear hunting regulations in Kentucky receive final legislative approval 


FRANKFORT Hunters 
in Kentucky now have an 
expanded area and seasons 
in which they may attempt to 
harvest a black bear. 

Regulations passed by the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Commission in June recently 
received final legislative 
approval. The new season 
structure expands the bear 
zone and the bear chase 
areas, establishes an 
archery/crossbow season 
and increases opportunities 
for hunting with dogs. 

The changes are not 
reflected in the current print 
version of the Kentucky 
Hunting and Trapping Guide 
due to the publication’s 
deadline in late spring. Bear 
permits are available to resi¬ 
dents only; a drawing for the 
2013 quota hunt with dogs 
was held in October. 

“The department has 
intensively studied and mon¬ 
itored our bear population 
for over a decade,” said 
Steven Dobey, bear program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Data 
clearly indicate that bears 
can sustain an increased har¬ 
vest and we are excited to 
offer these opportunities to 
our sportsmen and sports¬ 
women."” 

The change that will affect 
most hunters is the expan¬ 
sion of the bear zone - the 


area in which a person may 
hunt bears - from four to 16 
counties. Kentucky’s Bear 
Zone now includes Bell, 
Clay, Floyd, Harlan, Knott, 
Knox, Laurel, Leslie, 
Letcher, Martin, McCreary, 
Perry, Pike, Pulaski, Wayne 
and Whitley counties. 

Another change for this 
year is the creation of a sep¬ 
arate archery/crossbow sea¬ 
son. This season will take 
place from Nov. 23 through 
Dec. 1. The quota for this 
hunt is 10 bears or five 
female bears, whichever 
limit hunters reach first. The 
season will close if the limit 
is reached. 

Successful archery and 
crossbow hunters must 
telecheck their bears by 8 
p.m. on the day of harvest. 
Hunters also must call the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
within 24 hours to arrange 
for an employee to check the 
bear. 

“A physical check of all 
harvested bears is required 
so that we may provide a 
harvest tag and collect valu¬ 
able biological information 
from each animal taken,” 
Dobey said. “These data 
allow us to document sex, 
weight, age, and reproduc¬ 
tive condition. We also can 
determine if we have han¬ 
dled a bear before by the 
presence of tags.” 


Dates for the existing 
modern gun season remain 
unchanged. Hunters during 
this season may use modern 
firearms, muzzleloaders, 
bows or crossbows. This 
year’s hunt will take place 
Dec. 14-16 and remain open 
until a quota of 10 bears or 5 
female bears is reached, 
whichever limit hunters 
reach first. All bear seasons 
are closed the day after a 
quota is met. 

Hunters in the gun season 
must bring bears to a depart¬ 
ment-operated check station 
upon retrieval to be issued a 
harvest tag. Unless license 
exempt, any person partici¬ 
pating in the archery/cross¬ 
bow or modem gun season 
for bears must be in posses¬ 
sion of a hunting license and 
bear permit. 

Hunting permits for the 
modern gun and 
archery/crossbow seasons 
are available over the count¬ 
er or online. These are not 
quota hunts. A hunter may 
use one permit for either sea¬ 
son; a hunter may not take 
more than one bear a year. 

During July and August, 
residents may obtain a per¬ 
mit that allows them to only 
chase bears with dogs. A per¬ 
son wishing to hunt bears 
with dogs must have this 
bear chase permit and then 
apply for the bear quota hunt 
with dogs in September. 


Houndsmen will also have 
increased opportunities this 
year as the bear chase areas 
are expanded to three units 
encompassing more than 
340,000 acres. 

Chase areas include a new 
73,000-acre chase area locat¬ 
ed east of Fishtrap Wildlife 
Management Area (WMA) 
in Pike County, located in 
Kentucky along the tri-state 
border with Virginia and 
West Virginia. The largest 
chase area includes 222,000 
acres spanning portions of 
Bell, Harlan and Letcher 
counties. The third chase 
area is comprised entirely of 
public land and encompasses 
approximately 45,000 acres 
in Bell County. 

From Aug. 1-31, bear 
chase areas are open as a 
chase-only season in which 
houndsmen may pursue 
bears with dogs without the 
intent to kill. Unless license 
exempt, a person must be in 
possession of a valid hunting 
license and bear chase per¬ 
mit to participate in the 
chase-only season. 

This winter will also mark 
Kentucky’s first separate 
bear quota hunt with dogs. 
Previously, this season was 
only open if the state’s bear 
quota was not met during the 
modern gun season. Changes 
approved this year establish 
a season that will be held 
regardless of whether the

quota for modern gun season 
is met. 

The bear quota hunt with 
dogs will take place from 
Dec. 23-27, or until the 
annual quota of five bears is 
reached. 

Participants must apply in 
September for this hunt. The 
application is open only to 
Kentucky residents with a 
valid bear chase permit; up 
to five people can apply as a 
hunting party. 

All members of a party 
drawn for a quota hunt with 
dogs must buy a bear permit 
before participating. Two 
additional youths can join 
the hunting party for a total 
of up to seven people; youths 
do not need a bear chase per¬ 
mit, but are required to 
obtain a bear permit if they 
are 12 years of age or older. 

The chase-only season and 
bear quota hunt with dogs 
are each restricted to bear 
chase areas; individual par¬ 
ties may not have more than 
eight dogs. 

Hunters are not allowed to 
take female bears with 
young or bears weighing less 
than 75 pounds during any 
season. Bears may not be 
hunted over bait or in area 
where bait has been present 
for at least 30 days. All bear 


hunting activities are prohib¬ 
ited on Hensley-Pine 
Mountain WMA, Big South 
Fork National River and 
Recreation Area, and 
Cumberland Gap National 
Historical Park. 

“Bear hunting is a relative¬ 
ly new pursuit in Kentucky,” 
Dobey said. “Support from 
the League of Kentucky 
Sportsmen, United 

Bowhunters of Kentucky, 
Kentucky Bear Hunters 
Association and the 
Kentucky Houndsmen 
Association provided valu¬ 
able insight into the develop¬ 
ment of our growing season 
structure.”

Timely tips for farmers 
and gardeners 


Fall is a beautiful season 
of the year for us to enjoy. 
For farm folks it is a busy 
time with harvest and com¬ 
pletion of chores before 
winter sets in on us. You 
probably have a pretty full 
list of things to work on 
now, but I need to remind 
you of a couple of fall farm¬ 
ing recommendations that 
can help your profits. For 
you gardeners, I have also 
discussed an important job 
for you to take care of this 
month. 

LICE REDUCE 
PROFITABILITY 

Lice can suck the profits 
out of your beef cattle as 
these cold-loving pests 
spread when animals bunch 
together in response to cold 
temperatures. You can 
reduce the risk of lice prob¬ 
lems on cattle by following 
some simple preventative 
measures now. 

Keep new cattle separate 
from your herd until you’ve 
given them a thorough louse 
treatment, Plan for two 
applications of a contact 
insecticide for all animals in 
your herd to get all the lice 
out of the herd. 

The first application kills 
active adults and immature 
lice but won’t destroy nits 
or eggs on the hide. A sec¬ 
ond application targets new 
hatchlings from the nits and 
any other lice still around. 
Be sure to follow the label 
instructions on treatment 
intervals. To prevent an 
adverse reaction, don’t use 
systemic insecticides on 
new cattle unless you know 
their treatment history. 

ALFALFA 
MANAGEMENT- 
Harvest Alfalfa first 
week of November 
Hopefully you stopped 
cutting your alfalfa in mid 
September and have let it 
rest until now. The first 
week of November is the 
time to cut or graze it again 
and get some good feed. 
Fall also is a good time to 
lower your risk of future 
weevil problems by harvest¬ 
ing a hay crop or letting 
beef or dairy cattle graze 
fields. Alfalfa weevils lay a 
significant number of their 
total eggs in living and dead 
stems during the fall and 
winter. A November harvest 
helps you manage alfalfa 
weevils in two ways. First, 
the harvest removes stems 
holding the eggs that have 


been deposited thus far. 
Second, it removes stems 
that serve as sites for 
females to lay the remainder 
of their eggs in the spring. 
Making a November hay 
harvest or letting cattle 
graze alfalfa fields in the 
winter can reduce weevil 
populations substantially, 
probably to the point that a 
spring insecticide applica¬ 
tion won’t be needed. 

CLEAN UP 
VEGETABLE 

GARDEN THIS FALL 

Thoroughly cleaning up 
your home vegetable garden 
at the end of the growing 
season is an excellent and 
effective plant disease con¬ 
trol practice. Many disease- 
causing fungi and bacteria 
can survive this winter on 
diseased roots, stems, 
leaves or fruits. If you don’t 
clean the garden area well, 
you will provide an over¬ 
wintering site for infected or 
contaminated remains from 
the previous crop. This will 
create an abundant source 
of disease-causing microbes 
that can cause major prob¬ 
lems in your garden next 
year. 

Wait until after the first 
killing frost, generally 
around late October or early 
November, to begin this 
exercise in sanitation. After 
this frost, remove from your 
vegetable garden all the 
plants-except cover crops 
or winter vegetables. Be 
sure you carefully dig up 
and remove roots because 
those left to decompose in 
the soil can release 
microbes that will survive 
the winter. 

Now, what will you do 
with all this plant debris? 
You could recycle it in your 
compost pile. To be sure 
you destroy most of the dis¬ 
ease-causing microbes, the 
compost pile should heat up 
sufficiently to completely 
decompose plant remains 
during the next few years. 

Otherwise, remove veg¬ 
etable plant debris from the 
garden and dispose of it, so 
it cannot be recycled back 
into the garden.

Farm stored commodity 
loans available 


Commodity loans, or 
Marketing assistance loans, 
provide producers interim 
financing at harvest time to 
meet cash flow needs without 
having to sell their commodi¬ 
ties when market prices are 
typically at harvest-time 
lows. 

The harvested commodity 
is pledged as loan collateral. 
Producers may receive a loan 
at the rate of $2.04 per bushel 
for com, $5.14 for soybeans. 
(Crop year 2013 commodity 
loans will be reduced by 5.1 
percent for sequestration 
reductions.) The November 
interest rate for commodity 
loans is 1.125 percent. 

Loans mature on the last 
day of the ninth calendar 
month following the month 
in which the loan is 
approved. A producer may 
settle an outstanding loan 
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during the loan period by 
repaying the loan; or upon 
maturity by forfeiting the 
commodity to CCC. 
Producers must not move 
commodities that are under 
loan unless the quantities 
have been repaid, or CCC has 
authorized removal of the 
grain. 

To be eligible for a market¬ 
ing loan, producers must 
have beneficial interest in the 
commodity. A producer has 
beneficial interest when 
he/she maintains control of 
and title to the commodity.
